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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 
10/07/08 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 7/24/08 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is 
presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

KR-01 64604 filed without a concise explanation of the relevance has not been 
considered. 

An unidentified foreign language document filed together with the IDS filed 
7/24/07 has not been considered because it was filed without a concise 
explanation of the relevance. 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 7/24/08 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1 .98(a)(1 ), which requires the following: (1 ) a list of all patents, publications, 
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applications, or other information submitted for consideration by the Office; (2) U.S. 
patents and U.S. patent application publications listed in a section separately from 
citations of other documents; (3) the application number of the application in which the 
information disclosure statement is being submitted on each page of the list; (4) a 
column that provides a blank space next to each document to be considered, for the 
examiner's initials; and (5) a heading that clearly indicates that the list is an information 
disclosure statement. The information disclosure statement has been placed in the 
application file, but the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

The unidentified document referenced in the previous paragraph has not been 

considered also because it was not listed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The claims require that the solvent vapor is 
not supplied into the processing chamber before the atmosphere of the processing gas 
having the first pressure is established in the processing chamber. This negative 
limitation is not supported by the original disclosure. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

7. Claims 12-14, 16, 18, 28 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a, e) as being 
anticipated by Toshima et al (US Patent No 6,613,692; DE 10036867). 

Toshima et al teach a method as claimed. See entire document, especially 
Figures 6, 1 1 , 1 2, 1 4, 1 6, 1 7, 20, 21 and the related description and the 
description at columns 8,10-11,15-16 and 23-26. 



8. Claims 12-14, 16 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 

anticipated by Kamikawa et al (US Patent No 5,940,985). 

Kamikawa et al teach a method as claimed. See entire document especially 

Figures 7-9 and description at column 8, line 56 - column 13, line 57. 

For this rejection claims 16-18 are interpreted as requiring pressurizing to a 

positive pressure. 
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Response to Arguments 

9. Applicant's arguments filed 10/7/2008 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. The applicants amended claims and argue that the rejection over 
Kamikawa et al is not proper. The applicants allege that Kamikawa et al do not teach 
pressurizing above the atmospheric pressure. The examiner disagrees. To introduction 
the gas into the chamber would create a pressure higher than the atmospheric pressure 
otherwise the flow to the outside of the chamber would not exist. Thereby the teaching 
of Kamikawa et al anticipates the claims. 

10. The double-patenting rejection made in the previous Office action is withdrawn in 
view of the amendment made to the claims. 

11. A new rejection over Toshima et al (US Patent No 6,61 3,692; DE 1 0036867) has 
been added. 

Conclusion 

12. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. US Patents 7,410,543 and 6,328,809 are cited.
